e Need More For The Mind 

Excerpts from a speech delivered by Monsignor Iréné© Lussier, P.D., Rector of the Université de Montréal, at the luncheon of the Canadian Club' 

of Montreal, February 4th, 1957. - 




The experiences of two world 
wars have piled before us stag- 
gering scientific discoveries with* 
in the span of one generation, 
the conditions of life have chan- 
ged to such an extent that child* 
ren regard their parents as re- 
tarded or stagnant. There is some 
truth in the paradox that when 
Children are born, they are thirty 
years older than their parents. 
Scientific progress , has brought 
about amazing technical develop* 
ments- which transformed our 
ways of life. Startled by. his mas- 
tery of matter, man now idolizes 
power and forgets the mind 
hich explains and causes it This 
iragic situation of man has led 
the great French philosopher 
Bergson to assert that "un sup* 
plément d'âme" (more for the 
mind) is needed by our world 
which has Increased its stature 



and dimensions by its mastery of 
matter. Thus, as we have placed 
all our resources at. the service 
of matter, we have forgotten to 
serve roan in his own right. 

Technology 

..Technology has become' a god 
of which man is. the slave. At 
the present moment, our resour- 
ces in men are limited : wc are 
faced with the consequences of 
the low birth rate of 1030-33 and' 
we are pressed with Insistent de* 
mands to devote our Intelligent 
capacities to military research. 



"Find a good job that pays". Hen* 
' ce, they resort to a strict specia- 
lization which may mecanlze their 
mind and make it incapable of 
adjustment to such new activities 
as may be required by the scien- 
tific and social development of 
mankind. - 

We must seriously ask oursel- 
ves whether it is urgent now .to 
change the motivation of our 
young people from the slogan of 
"finding a Job" to that 'of "find* 
ing themselves". Today, our men- 
tal activity is generally engrossed 
with everything except .with roan 
Consequently, our young, people himself. If man. has not learned 




arc strongly drawn towards scien- 
tific and technical studies, with 
their promise of attractive sala- 
ries, and with the strong encou- 
ragement of our social group. All, 
this leads. our youth to, motivate

A concentration of research on 
what is useful exclusively, would 
overs tress comfort and a false 
security leading _to a catastrophe, 
in spite of our accumulation of 
defensive weapons. The opinion 
of Mr. Walter Gordon on this 
point is worth meditating. We 
must share towards the' obsolute, 
the beautiful and the true before 
turning to the useful. For this, 
we must promote the develop- 
ment of those, of our academic 
faculties less strictly professional 
or dealing with business and in- 
dustry, and more 'devoted to cul- 
tural matters. The latter will soon 
make their influence felt on all 
others; for their well-being is ne- 
cessary to a healthy intellectual 
climate. 

These words may sound too 
much as a sermon. Allow me the- 
refore to end my speech by leav- 
ing to your meditation these 
thoughts of Mr. Gardner, Presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Corporation:
